Ia the face of the greatest crisis the 
world has ever known classes of men 
have refused to go oo with their or 
dinary work because it has seemed to 
them that no equitable way has been 
forthcoming of settling thelr difficoul- 
ties. Their refusal to work has come 
ata time when we are told that every 
possible means of production must be 
worked to its mazimum. The world 
is nearer a real famine than most of 
us oare to think and yet in spite of 
known wants which are vital to the 
worlds welfare we allow classes of 
men who are engaged in the produc- 
tion of such things to refrain from 
work and to continue a quarrel about 
wages or waye and means. The fish 
ermen at the Pacific Coast refnge to 
fish beonuse they affirm that the price 
set by the Food Controller for their 
commodities does not allow them to 
earn sufficient money. The miners at 
Drumheller refused to work for some 
other rexson. The Shipbuildere on 
the Clyde refused to work because 
some thing did not pleasethem. We 
are not in any case disputing the 
right of men to strike in favour of 
better conditions, nor are we refusing 
to Masters the right to decline any 
demands which they conceive to be 
unreasonable which are made by the 
workers, but we do feel that at this 
atage in the world’s history there is 
no place for strikes. This is no time 
to barter about wages or about ways 
and means, the vital thing for us todo 
is to produce. If it is true that 
the whole is always greater than a 
part then it is also true that the rights 
of the whole are greater than those 
of the part. The right of the whole 
world today is the right to the pro 
duction of food and the manufacture 
of those things which are necessary 
for its transportation. Whatever he 
the right of those who are engaged 
io the production of food or other ne- 
ceasaries their right is not ao great as 
that of the whole world. We are not 
disputing the validity of their rights 
but we consider that in view of the 
greater rights which the whole world 
possesses both the right of the worker 
to strike and the right of the master

No doubt 
from some pointe of view it would 
eeem to bea distinct wrong to take 
the chips of other vations. But sure 

ly the right of the European Nations 
to food is a greater right than the 
Dutch rightto property. The right 
to life itself is grtater than the right 
of others to material property which 
is not essential to their life. At a 
time of the world’s history when what 
we need most isa rigorone prosecution 
of one set purpose and that purpose 
that of production. It seems crimin- 
al to allow that purpose to beset at 
one eide and smaller things to take ite 
place. Yet look where you will over 
the democratic natious of the world 
and we see case after onee of the 


side whilst side issues are monopolis- 
ing attention. It isthe weak point of 
democracy that there is always confus- 
ion of purpose, a waut of unity in 
carrying out a project even if that 
project itself be very clear; the strong 
point about autooracy is the imposi- 
tion of one mind, one will, supreme, 
clear, unhesitating- The history of 
the Roman Empire seems to show 
that in case of danger from invasion 
the only safe thing to do was to sus- 
pend all ordinary rights and to sub- 
ject the whole nation to the will of a 
dictator whose will was supreme. 
The advantage lay on the clear dis- 
tinct purposs which became evident. 
Who doubts that the resistance which 
the Central Empires especially Ger- 
many have been able to give to the 
whole world has been due to the one 
clear definite purpose which the dis 
position of their armies and the dis- 
position of the civil forces in their 
countries show?

The Government seems loth 
to interfere with the rights of the in- 
dividual or with the rights of proper- 
ty. So farso good but the rights of 
the individual or the rights of prop 
erty are less than the rights of the na- 
tion as a whole. We need to have it 
made quite clear that at this crisis no 
private interests will be allowed to in 
terfere with the successful prosecu- 
tion of the war.
